Examiner Chang: 

In accordance with the agreement reached at the interview held today, I understand that the following amendment 
to claim 1 will obviate the rejections made thereto under Sec. 112, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A polishing sheet comprising: 

a) an elastic plastic foam sheet, 

b) wherein the elastic plastic foam sheet includes a surface layer having foam cells, and a 
polishing layer having foam cells, said polishing layer further having a polishing face disposed 
on one side of said surface layer that is allowed to wear away in a direction o pp osite from said 
surface layer by polishing," 

c) the polishing layer btt» having a thickness larger than a thickness of the surface layer, and 

d) the polishing layer having an approximately uniform distribution of foam cells feetfe in a 
direction of the thickness and in a direction of the width of the elastic plastic foam sheet, said 
foam cells formed in the polishing layer having an average space volume larger than an average 
space volume of foams foam cells formed in the surface layer, 

e) wherein said foam cells formed in the polishing layer are interconnected by a network of 
continuous holes between said foam cells whose said network of continuous holes having an 
average space volume diameter that is substantially smaller than said average space volume of 
the foam cells formed in the polishing layer, and 

wherein an average length of said polishing layer foam cells adjacent to said polishing face is 
less than half of said thickness of said polishing layer. 

The letters a-e are not part of the claim, but have been added to make it easier to refer to the various 
parts of the claim. 

As pointed out in my e-mail of yesterday, support for the amendments with respect to paragraph d) is expressly 
present on page 10, lines 10-15. 
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With respect to the proposed amendment to paragraph e), please refer to page 10, lines 11-13, which 
reads: "These foams 3 [in the polishing layer] are communicated so as to form a network by 
unillustrated continuous holes whose diameter is smaller than that of the space volume of the foams 3." 

Please confirm that you are in agreement with the substance of this e-mail. I understand that such an amendment 
to the claims will necessitate an amendment to the specification wherein the term "foams" will be replaced with 
"foam cells".
